Dear Mr. Dulles: 

A National Conference on THE SPIRITUAL FOUNDATIONS OF AMERICAN 
DEMOCRACY vill be held in Washington D. C* at the Hotel Sheraton-Carlton 
on Norvember 8-10, 195^ beginning at 6:30 P. M,, Monday, November 8. 

The Conference is being sponsored by the FOUNDATION FOR RELIGIOUS 
ACTION IN THE SOCIAL AND CIVIL ORDER* The idea of the Conference hari its 
origin in a conversation which Dr. Elson had with his parishioner President 
Elsenhower. The President in a letter dated April 17, 195li- expressed his 
interest in the following gracious and stirring words:
